WOMAN’S 15 WEEK TRANCE 
FINALLY ENDED BY DEATH. 


Pittsburg Mother Believed to Have Been 
| Shocked Speechless by Baby’s Fall 
from Bed Child Is Unharmed 


Pittsburg, Pa., Jan. 16. From a speechless 
trance in which she had lain for three months 
and a half Mrs. Kate Mendelsohn passed on 
to death at a hospital here today. The 
physicians are pussled at the case. 

Her husband, on the night of Sept. 30, 
awoke to find the woman in a comatose state. 

Their baby lay on the floor uninjured, ap- 
parently having fallen out of bed. Mendel 
sohn had no knowledge of what had taken 
place before he awoke, but thinks his wife 
must have been shocked into unconscious- 
ness when the baby tumbled out of bed. 

She must, he believes, have presumed 
that the child was killed.

Circus Clown in Prison. 

The second German prisoner in Vacz is, on 
his mother’s side, a Servian, his father having 
been an Austrian from Gratz. This man is 
a circus clown and he has traveled all over 
Europe. Besides German he epeaks, Magyar, 
Roumanian, Servian and Italian. In a quar- 
rel with one of his colleagues over business 
affairs he killed his opponent, aa he claimed, 
in self defense. His sentence was seven 
years: On release from prison he will 
join his wife, a Bohemian, and also a circus 


performer, and will go to Austria, where he 


will join his brother, whe is engaged in the 
business of making rat poison. : 

Owing to thie man’s, wide acquaintance 
with certain phases of life through nearly all 
the countries of Europe, I was interested to 
find his opinion as to the relative morality 
of the difterent countries. In his opinion it 
is lowest in Bulgaria, which is closely fol- 
| lowed by Robmania, but of all cities where 
virtue is: easiest be places the Roumanian 
village of Szelistye, of Szeben county, Tran- 
syivania, as foremost. 

The third German with whom I talked in 
Vacs is the one I referred to the other day 
as having passed seven years in America; he 
is serving a sentence of three years for hav- 
ing killed a man who was trying to enter 
his house. It is his beligf, that quarrele in 
his community are rare, but are more likely 
to be over property than over any one other 
thing. This man is also a linguist, spe 
besides German, Servian, Roumanian, and 
English. 

Magyars Like Americans. 

In innumerable ways the contrast in tem- 
peramem and genéral mental culture may 
‘be seen bet ween the German and the Magyar. 
It is a heavy, stolid, unelastic temperament, 

as opposed to the usually calm Magyar tem- 
— nt 0 which is prone to be deeply stirred. 
e German is more sophisticated. The fac- 
tors of European culture have been longer 
before his consciousness. He has lost the 
nalveté of the Magyar and has become more 
immobile in his ways. For this reason I in- 
cline to the belief t both by temperament 
and inclination he no greater value than 
esirable emigrant; perhaps 
not 80 , for in spite of differences be- 
tween Magy ar and American which seem 
fundamental, I believe the Magyar today to 
be more like the American, at any räte more 
like the man of the west, than is the Hun- 
garian, German, or Saxon.

Negotiations for $30,000,000 
Railroad Loan Also Among 
First Duties. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 16.—{Special. 
William J. Calhoun of. Chicago, United 
States minister to China, arrived in Wash- 
ington today for the purpose of receiving 
final instructions preparatory to azssuming 
his duties in Peking. Mr. Calhoun reached 
| here this morning, and was met at the sta- 
tion by Secretary of War Dickinson. He is 
Stopping at the latter's home. 

ents have been made for Mr. Cal- 
houn to call tomorrow upon the president 
and Secretary Knox. The minister will 2 
advantage of thé opportunity to thank th 
two high officials for the honor they 
conferred upon him, and then will enter —— 
discussion of the various important ques- 
tions which are pending iti the far east. The 
two which ars of immediate concern are: 

Neutralization of the Manchurian rail 

Participation by the United States in the 
Hankow-Szechuan railroad loan. 

The Manchurian railroad matter is of re- 
cent development, but the Hankow-Ssechuan 
railfoad affair has been pending ever since 
the present administration began. In con- 
nection with the latter there has been hitch 
after hitch, and the prospect of settlement 
does not seem near. 


Loan of $80,000,000 Involved. 
The matter relates to the participation by 
American financiers in a loan of $80,000,000 
which China dégires‘to float for the construc- 
tion of the railroad..On account of the ap- 
parent indisposition of this country to furnish 
money for the enterprise, China entered an 
agreement with Great Britain, Germany, and 
France, under which they alone would supply 
the amount needed. Secretary Knox consid- 
ered. t desirable, in the interest of American 
prestige, for American capital to have a 
share in the loan, and he made earnest repre- 
‘sentations to the Chinese government, hien 
caused the suspension ot the agree ent. 
China finally gave consent to — 
participation, bat objections developed on the 
part of English capitalists and some time 
was required to meet them. Then opposition 
appeared in Paris, and it has not been dissi- 
pated. It is realized here that China is de- 
hind the attitude of French and English capi- 
talists, and Mr. Calhoun consequently will 
have to make Vigorous representAtions to the 
government at Peking immediately after ar- 


rival at his post. 
Railrosd Involves Opef Door. 
The proposal for the neutralization of the 
Manchurian rafiroads is obviously impor- 
tant in the interest of the maintenance of the 
open door and the integrity of China. Great 
Britain and Germany have indicated their 
adherence to the principles proposed by Sec- 


| retary Knox, but Russie has announced its 


unwillingness to accept them, and it is ex- 
pected the attitude of Japan will be the same. 
It ie apparent that those two powers have 
been exchanging views and intend to retain 
their hold upon Manchuria. 

The effect of this course will be to strength. 
en the view entertained here that neither Rus- 


tions to observe the Hay principles reepect- 
ing the open door and integrity of Chine. The 
center of the negotiations at this time is 
Washington, but the situation at Peking is 
most important, and Mr. Calhoun will require 
precise’ instructions as to tha policy. he abould © 
pureue.

a foreigner incapable of understanding or appreciatirs 
them. | 
To Queen Elisabeth of Roumania the people of that 
prosperous. kingdom are indebted for the wonderful .in- 
stitutions for the blind, which she created in varions 
parts of her husband's dominions, where ailments of 
the eye are frequent. While she has no medical ic- 
gree, she has made a thorough study of everything re- 
lating to ophthalmology, in addition to which she knows 
all about the management of hospitals and especially 
about the caring for the wounded, holding, indeed, a 
diploma as a trained army nurse. 

This is a distinction shared by Queen Eleanor of 
Bulgaria, who as princess of Reuss was in personal 
charge of the hospital train out in Manchuria through- 
out the war between Japan and Russia, and who since 
her «marrige to King Ferdinand has inaugurated ail 
sorts of philanthropic enterprises, including institu- 
tions for the blind and for erippled children at Sofla, 
as well as a schéme of visiting nurses, who care for 
the poor in childbirth and in sickness, in their own 
homes, without remuneration. It would be difficult, 
indeed, to und on any throne or in any niche of his- 
tory four more useful queens, dueens who have dont 
more to. relieve’ suffering among their fellow creatures, 
than Elizabeth of. Belgtiem, Marie Amelie of Portugal, 
Elizabeth’ ot Roumania, ‘and Eleaner of Bulgaria.

The ii Lord Rodney, who is not 19 years of age, 
has succeeded, through the death of his father, not only 
to the [atter’s ‘peerage and baronetcy but also to his 
ahhuity from the treasury, which is one of the few of 
those. perpetual. pensions which have excited so much 
indignation on the part of the present generation ? 
British taxpayers. He draws from the national treas- 
ury $10,000 a year, for the services rendered by his 
ancestor, the famous admiral, Sir George Rodney, in 
winning the great naval victofy in the West Indies 
over the Fronch that’ resulted in the peace of Ver- 
sailles, in 1783. 

The family of Rodney is än ancient one, and in the 
time ‘of Empress Maud, Walter de Rodency is shown 
by contemporary records still in existence to have re- 
ceived a grant of lands in Somersetshire, named after 
mim, Rodney Stoke; while another ancestor. was one of

The. Rodneys never have been ran for theit even- 
ness of temper, and tlie first lord— namely: the great 
admirdl—was more feared than liked by his officers. 
Indeed, so intense was their animosity towards him, 
resulting from his aloofness, arrogance, and irrita- 
bility, that at the naval battle with de Guichen, cn 
April 17, 1780, the captains of half a dozen ships under 
his command refused to follow ‘him into action, thus 
robbing him of what would have been a brilliant vic- 
tory over the French and giving rise to one of the 
most disgraceful incidents in the naval annals of 
England. 

The late Lord Rodney had evidently inherited some 
of his ancestor’s peculiarities of disposition. For his 
first wife, a daughter of Lord Wimborne, a first cousin, 
therefore, of the dukes of Marlborough and ef Rox- 
burghe and of Winston Churchill, obtained. a. divorce 
from him in 1902, the evidence going to show that he 
had been guilty, among other things, of blacking her 
eye, of beating her, and of “kicking her out of bed.” 
He was described in court as a had tempered man, a 
character in keeping with his tamily motto, which is 
to the effect that “eagles do not bring forth doves.”

He was in the blackest of black books at court, not 
only through his treatment of Lady Rodney, who was 
a favorite with the royal family, but also by his vig- 
ordu2 protest against the grant of the-colonelcy of the 
regiment of the First Life Guards by Queen Victoria 
to the late Price Henry of Battenberg. The latter 
had held a commission in the Garde du Corps at Ber- 
lin, which is the Prussian counterpart of the Engiish 
Life Guards, and Queen Victoria was arixious that her 
favorite son-in-law should hold the command of the 
regiment that was more particularly intrusted with 
her protection. 

While the authorities were perfectly willing to com- 
ply with the queen's wishes in the matter, some of the 
officers of the regiment, led by the late Lord Rodney, 
who was a captain thereof, were so vigorous in their 
denunciation of the project and in their opposition to 
the prince being intrusted with the command of the 
corps, or even with any commission therein, that Prince 
Henry himself, realizing that he was wnwelcome, 
begged his mother-in-law to aDandon her intention and 
to let him have instead an unaitac colonelcy, that 
is to say, the coloneley of no particular regiment.
